Antw. The Antients divided Mans Age into feven parts, 
the Arft continuing four Years, which they call Infancy ; 
the fecond continuing trom thence ‘till foxrreen, which 
they call pueritia, or Childhood ; the third continung 
from therice to twenty tro, and chat they call adole/cen- 
sia, or youthful Age ; the fourth continuing from thence 
to forty rwo, and that they call juventus, or Youth, trom

‘ware to help, becaute during this time the Powers of 


“ave 

the Body and Spirits are perfect, and keep their full 
force ; the fifth continuing to fifty fx, and that is call- 
ejthe #iril, or manly Age, becaufe Men are then tettled 
and conftant in their Actions ; the fixth continuing to 
fixty eighz, chat they call feneffus, or Old Age ; the te- 
venth and Jaft Age continuing to fourfcore, and that 1s 
called feeble and decrepit Age, or bis puer, twice a 
Child. Of chis Opinion in dividing the Age of Man 
were the Arabians, Chaldeans, Greeks, Latins, but more 
particularly treated of by Procleus, a Greek Author, Pto- 
lomeus and <Aliben Rafellus, but thete were Aftrologets, 
and referr'd every Age tothe Government of a particu- 
lar Planet. Phylofophers, Phy/itians and Poets are of di 
verfe Opinions. Pythagoras made four divifions of a 
Mans Life, comparing it to the four Quarters of the 
Year ; Infancy to the Spring, in which al] things are in 
in their flower, grow and encreafe ; Youth to Summer, 
for the heat and force which Men have in that Age ; 
the Viril or Manly Age to Autumn, becaule in this time 
Men are experienc’d and fit for Counfe! ; Old-Age to 
Winter, a time without Fruit, troublefome and difplea- 
ling. 

The learned Roman, Varro, divided Man’s Age into five 
parts, attributing to every one the ipace of fifteen Years ; 
the firft he calls Puerility, or Childifhnels ; the fecond 
ado'e(centia, that isto fay, growing, becaufe in that time 
Men grow ; the other hfteen reaches to Forty five Years, 
and is called suventus, or Youth, trom the Realon above ; 
the next Age reaching from forty five to fixty, he calls 
uch Perfons Seniores, in refpeét of others behind ‘em ; 
the next makes up feventy five, or Old-Age. Hypochras 
divides it into feven Ages, the firft and fecond each of 
leven Years, which makes fourteen; the third, fourteen 
Years, which makes twenty eight ; the fourth aud fifth, fe- 
ven Tears apiece more, which makes forty two ; the fath, 
fourteen Tears more, which makes fifty fix, and the reft 
of the Life he ateribures to the feventh Age. Ifidore 
makes fix Ages, the two firft agreeing with Arpochras ; 
trom fourteen to twenty is the third ; trom twenty eight 
to forty is the fourth, to fixty the fifth, and the reft of 
Lite he calls the fixch Age. Horace agrees with Pytha- 
goras, making the divifion of Mans Lite into four parts ; 
‘tis elegantly defcrib’d at Jarge in his Peesick Art. Bue 
our latter Phyficians unanimoufly agree the Lite of Man 
is moft properly divided into three parts, to wit, the 
growing Age, the Age that continues all in one fPation, and 
the declining Age —— Thus much for divifions of Life, 
in Antwer to the firft part of the Queftion — And as to 
the fecond, viz. At what time we begin to Commit 
actual Sin > We Anfwer, There can be @p }:mired time 
for all, fince fome are fooner capable of fining than 
others ; but our Opinion is, that the firft time that we 
do ill, and know that we do ill, is actual Tranfgreffi- 
on, and not before — and this agrees with the Apoffle, 
Where there is ne Law there is no Tran|greffion. Now Laws 
only oblige a proper Subject, but a proper Subject can- 
not be without fome Knowledge ef the Law, Knowledge 
being indifpenfibly prerequifite to Obedience ; for I can’t 
Obey I don’t know what. I know it may be urg’d, 


that a Siranger coming into a Kingdom, fhall be fubjec? 
to the Penalties of tuch Laws as he knows nor of, if 
he accidentally break ‘em. But this is a very different 
Cafe, for the Law always prefuppofes fuch a one as 
capable of knowine, becaufe he had Opportunities of 
knowing betoi: d, by Tradition, Hittory, or fome 
other way ; but there’s no way tor Children to know 
any ching, ‘ttll che Law of Nature, or che Inftin@ of 
Good and Evil writ in their Hearts, declares it to ‘em; 
for we don’t at all queftion but the juft Erernal Laws 
of Nature check em before their Parents can inftil any 
Principles of Religion or Virtue into ‘em.

clole ( being ftrangely amaz'd ) down fairs ; the firft ( tho’ 
Jit faft afleep ) opens two or three Doors, runs through the 
rain as far as Windlor-bridge, ( which was about a Stones. 
cal ) knocks at an Aunts door, and cryes out, That fhe muft 
haft to her Fathers, who was Cutting her Mothers 
Throat. Her Aunt at laft wakes ber, yet the Fright which 
the Dream had upon ber Spirits cou'd not per(wade her but it 
was true, “till they all teteurn’d and found the contrary. 
Query — Seeing that fhe was in a profound fleep, ard that 
Sleep is a reftine of thofe Spirits which could caufe jo violent 
@ Motion, by what was fhe aed? and bow hapned that nei- 
ther the Stones under her raked Feet, her otwn repeated Cryesy 
and her knocking atthe Door, wever wal'd ber ? 

Ante. Sleep-walkers are by the Greeks called Hypnes 
bare ; this Affection is sank'd under the fymptomes of 
the Animal Faculty. “Twas never deny’d but the Dnz- 
gination ads fieeping as well as waking, and Motion is not 
unnatural! in fleeping, as appears by Re/pirzrion, and the 
Intants ftirring in the Mothers Belly, tho’ continually afleep. 
Al] Dream, more or iets, and ‘tis no Wonder at all, why 
lome are more aFrve in their Sleep than orbers, it being one 
ly an Effect of a ftrong Imagination and greater Degree 
of Confticution, as very Phleematich, very Ae! ncholly, Bec. 
tho’ Melancholly has the greare/t thare 1 s/eep-walking, 
and ‘tis from this reaion that Perions when they are 
afleep can Hear, Smell, T1/te, 8c. but can’t tee altho’ 
their Eyes be broad-open ; for the hinder-part of the 
Head being full of Spirits, ( eipecially at the beginning of 
the Spinal Marrow ) are ftopt up by the bilous thick Va- 
pours which afcend thither in Sleeping, and hinder all 
Perception by the Eye. Galen himlelf secords, Tht he 
went almojt a League in his Sleep, and waked not *till he 
tumbled at the Foot of 4 Tree. Some Pertons do believe 
that Sicep-walkers are actuated by fome good or bad Spirit, 
which get into the Body as into a Ship whofe Pilot is 
afleep, and guides it at pleafure, carrying it any where, 
and returning it to the fameplace agen. And to ftreng- 
then this Opinion, they tell us of one Levinus Lemagus, 
who walked with his Feet againft che Rafrers, with his 
Head downward, and yet faft afleep; if any luch A@tioa 
ever was, (which we queftion ) we believe it not an 
Fffeét of this Diftemper, but Peffeffion, and we are very 
well faristyed that the Inftance in the Queftion, and 
thoufands more like it, proceed trom the above mentioned 
Natural Caufes, to wit, Strength of Imazinasion, and ir- 
regular Conftitutions ; and fomething may be in the Tem- 
per of the Air, it being very remarkable that che Arlan- 
ticle 


tick People sever Dream, the Air being fo fine and thin, 
thar i tacips to digeft all Crudities and Vapours which 
wou'd afcend into the Brain. _

Ante, Eve was not Created but Made out of one of 
his Ribs. Creation fuppofes a making of fomething out 
of no Pra-exiftent Matter; but Making alwayes {uppo- 
fes Matter to work upon ; as for Inftance, the World 
was Created, becaufe there was no Marter before the 
World was ; but Man was not Created but Afade out of 
Matter or the Clay of the Earth. But to the oe 
Man was not a perfect Man, quoad effentiam, after the Lofs 
of his Rib, but guead generationem. He wanted a part as 
to his Effence, but not as to generation ; he was perfect 
becaufe the principal Parts of Nature were perfect, as 
the Brains, Heart, ¢’c. A Manthat lofes a Finger, a Leg, 
an Arm, @c. begets Children perteét, and not without a 
Finger, Leg, Arm, @e. 

Queft. 6. Whether there be {uch a Serpent as an Amphis- 
bana, or double-headed ? 

Anfw. All Naturalifts deny a gemination, or doubling 
of principle Parts; thus doth Arifforle define, when he 
afirmeth a Monfter is co be efteemed one or many, ac- 
cording to its Principle, which he conceived the Heart, 
whence he derived the Original of Nerves, and thereto 
afcribed many Acts, which the Phyficians aflign unto 
the Brain, and therefore it cannot be called one which 
hathtwo Hearts, nor can it be called one which hath 
two Heads, and this hath the Practice of Chriftians ob- 
ferved in baptizing their double Births with two Names, 
conceiving in’em a diftinétion ot Souls, upon their dif- 
ferent Functions, as whilft one wept another laught, 
while one was filent the other fpoke, while one waked 
another flept ; therefore when We hear of fuch a Crea- 
ture as an Amphishena, we conceive that “twasa Mon- 
ftrous product and not Natural ; for the Eggs of Ser- 
pents being many, they may by chance conjoyn and 
imoculate one into another: This is our Judgement, and 
we mult continue it till we have ocular Demonftrati- 
ons to the contrary ; and we fuppofe thofe Inftances 
to be fuch as we meet with in Aldrouandus Nicander, 
and that which Copews Puseus fhowed ina Piéture to 
Jobannes Faber, and that which is fet down under che 
name of Amphisbena Exropea in his Learned Difcourte 
upon Hernandez his Hiftory of America.
